HE cauſe being called, the counſel for the purſuers repre- 
| ſented, That the court having, ex nobili officio, ordered Iſabel 
Walker to be further examined in their preſence, and ap- 
pointed each party to give in in writing, previous to the ex- 
amination, ſuch queſtions as they inclined to ſuggeſt; the purſuers, in 
obedience to this appointment, had ſuggeſted certain interrogatories, 
which appeared to them proper to be put to this witneſs; but at 
ſame time humbly repreſented to the court, in a note prefixed to 
the interrogatories, That after the demonſtrative evidence which 
in their apprehenſion they had brought, that Lady Jane Dou- 
glas was not delivered of the defender, and his pretended twin- 
brother, the depoſition of any witneſs, with reſpect to her opi- 
nion of Lady Jane's pregnancy, could be but of little avail in this 
cauſe; and more eſpecially the evidence of this witneſs, who, in their 
apprehenſion, not only appears in a ſuſpicious point of view, but 
whom they have, in a variety of inſtances, convicted of artful pre- 
varication and falſehood ; and who, after the proofs taken in this 
cauſe have been publiſhed to the world, and the import of the evi- 
dence has been particularly argued i 7 memorials, alſo publiſhed, & 2a

have had ample opportunities afforded her of conſidering the facts 
material for ſupporting her former depoſitions. | 


Mr Solicitor for the defender, repreſented, That the court having, 
ex proprio motu, appointed a further Examination of Mrs Glaſs, in their 
preſence, and at the ſame time allowed the parties to give in to the 
Lord Prefident ſuch queſtions as they propoſed ſhould be put to her, 
a note was, in the evening of the 19th, given in to the Lord Preſident, 
by the defender's agent, ſetting forth, That as he had repeatedly 
examined Mrs Glaſs on every fact and circumſtance which appeared 
to him to be material in the cauſe, ſo he left it entirely to the court, 
on the preſent occaſion, to put ſuch explanatory or further queſtions to 
her as they might think proper : That he did not think it would be 
right in him to ſuggeſt any; but at the ſame time ſubmitting one 
ſingle queſtion, which, if his Lordſhip thought proper, might be put 
at the cloſe of her examination: That on the 20th, another note was 
given in to the Lord Preſident by the defender's agent, ſetting forth, 
That he was defirous to withdraw the note given in the day before, 
ſo far as related to the queſtion which had been ſuggeſted in it, as 
that queſtion might poſſibly have the effect of opening or throwing 
looſe her fomer depoſitions, which did not ſeem to be the intention of 


the court; and accordingly the firſt note was withdrawn, or not moved

her from Edinburgh, and, as ſhe ſuppoſes, by Mr Charles Brown wri- 
ter to the ſignet. Depones, That ſhe neither read Sir John Stewart's C 
declaration, nor Mrs Hewit's depoſition ; but the copies of the proofs 
and memorials were ſent her a conſiderable time ago. Depones, That 
the deponent was chambermaid to Lady Jane before ſhe left Scotland, 
and continued in the ſame ſtation abroad” at Aix-la-Chapelle and D 
Rheims ; and as Lady Jane kept no other maid but her and Effie Caw, 
the deponent alſo overſaw the dreſſing of the meat, ſometimes the 
marketing, and other things about the family, and attended Lady 
Jane's perſon, as mentioned in her former depoſition; and that the E. 
begun to attend her immediately upon her going abroad. Depones, 
That the meat was generally dreſſed by the ſervants in the houſe where 
Lady Jane was; but. that the overſaw it, as the knew Lady Jane's 
taſte.

F Depones, That ſhe does not remember ever to have adviſed Lady Jane 
to c Il for the aſſiſtance of any phyſician or midwife: for Lady Jane, 
for a conſiderable time, thought 1 it was the bile in her ſtomach, with 
which ſhe was troubled in Scotland, and the cure was, generally, ad- 

G miniſtrating a vomit to her; and in this caſe ſhe vomited from the na- 
tural effect during the period that ſhe believed it the bile; and after 
it was diſcoverd, that ſhe really was with child, then her illneſs ex- 
plained itfelf; and does not remember that any aſſiſtance was after- 

H wards called for to her at Liege, Aix-la-Chapelle, Sedan, or Rheims. 
Depones, That ſhe never heard Lady Jane expreſs any doubts of her 
being with child, after ſhe was with quick child. Depones, That ſhe 
does not remember to have been deſired by Lady Jane poſitively, ei- 

I ther to conceal the marriage or the pregnancy, further than ſhe obſer- 
ved Lady Jane was ſhy, and unwilling that it ſhould be communicated 
to every body. Depones, That Lady Jane was better and freer of the 
vomitings as ſhe advanced in her pregnancy, though the cannot poſi- 

K tively ſay, ſhe was entirely free of them at the time ſhe felt her belly, 

as above deponed to. Depones, That the converſation ſhe has former- 
ly deponed to, with Mrs Tewis, concerning Lady Jane's pregnancy, 
was in Dutch: for Mrs Tewis ſpoke low Dutch, as well as German. 

L Depones, That ſhe began to fuſpe& Lady Jane was with child, when 
ſhe ſpoke to Mrs Tewis of her complaints; and that ſhe ſpoke to her 
as a woman of experience, and one in whom ſhe esd Bahn

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That ſhe does not remember to have talked: of Lady Jane's marriage A 
with Madame Scholl ; but does remember, that one day Madame 
Gillieſen ſaid to the deponent, that ſhe had not done right, and would 
have made her Gillieſen ſuſpect ſomething not right, had the not believed 
Lady Jane was ſo angel and amiable a creature, that there mult be a B 
marriage in the caſe; becauſe ſhe obſerved ſhe was with child, by her 
walking heayy in coming down the ſtairs ; upon which the deponent 
owned, that it was true; but that Lady Jane was ſhy, and wanted to con- 
ceal it, as the marriage was not ſo agreeable for reaſons; and that Ma- Cc 
dame Gillieſen {poke German, which the deponent came, by degrees, 
to underſtand, having ſtaid long in the place; the converſation was 
in this language. Depones, That ſhe cannot ſay, at what time of 
their ſtay in Madame Gillieſen's houſe this converſation happened. P 
Depones, That the converſation betwixt Lord Crawfurd and Sir John 
Stewart, (then called John), mentioned in her former depoſition, hap- 
pened at the time that Lady Jane was very fick, had fits of vomiting, 
and looked extremely ill; and the deponent believes pretty early in the F 
pregnancy; becauſe Lady Jane turned better as the advanced. Depones, 
That ſhe does not remember her converſing about Lady Jane's preg- 
nancy with any-other perſon, further than as mentioned in her former 
depoſitions, or in this preſent depoſition, Depones, That ſhe thinks it Þ 
was in Madame Gillieſen's houſe that Lady Jane got into bed by the 
aſſiſtance of a ſtool; or, as the deponent thinks, by a ſquare box of 
ſeven or eight inches high; and that the deponent continued to aſſiſt 
Lady Jane to get into bed at other places, and probably may have taken G 
the ſame method of a ftool, though ſhe cannot politively remember. 
Depones, 'That the deponent thinks the Counteſs of Bailevitz left Spa 
directly, and conſequently did not. viſit Lady Jane at Aix-la-Chapelle 
during her pregnancy. ' Depones, That when Lady Jane, with the 
deponent, and others, left Aix-la-Chapelle, the deponent underſtood 
that Lady Jane's intention was, to be delivered at Rheims; and that 
the deponent could not learn this from any other body than my La- 
dy, Sir John, or Mrs Hewit. Depones, That ſhe cannot poſitively ] 
remember, when Lady Jane's ſtays was widened, as before deponed 
to, but thinks it was after the deponent had felt her with quick 
child ; and that it was a woman, a mantua-maker, who came and 
carried them away to widen them, and brought them back. De- K 
pones, That the deponent does believe this woman took Lady Jane's 
meaſure, as ſhe had always wrought to her at Aix-la-Chapelle. De- 
pones, That ſhe does not remember to have heard of any intention 
of Sir John or Lady Jane going to Switzerland or Geneva. Depones, I. 
That Lady Jane and Sir John remained ſome time at Sedan, on purpoſe 
to reſt Lady Jane on the journey. Depones, That Lady Jane and 04 |

A continued in the ſame inn at Sedan where they- firſt put up. De- 
pones, That ſhe. remembers no converſation with the landlady at Se- 
dan, except one, in the morning, when Lady Jane was got up, and 
fitting in her chair; but does not remember whether they ſaw the 
B landlady the firſt night or not. Depones, That Lady Jane was 
not taken ill at Sedan: That ſhe thinks, beſides Lady Jane's compa- 
ny, there was a gentleman in the coach from Sedan to Rheims. 
Depones, That that gentleman might have given his hand to Lady 
C Jane in going in and coming out of the coach ; but that Sir John, 
then Mr Stewart, was the perſon who always ſhowed attention to, 
and took care of Lady Jane ; and does not doubt but the gentleman 
might alſo have given his aſſiſtance to the deponent, Mrs Hewit, or 
DEffie Caw, as it is common for gentlemen to aſſiſt women in going 
in or coming out of a coach. Depones, 'That Lady Jane was taken 
ill, and diſtreſſed, at the time of her arrival at Rhetelle, and imme- 
diately was FR He into a bed-room, and went to bed ; and that the 

E. deponent continued cloſe in the room by her, and fat up all night; 
and conſidered the fatigue of the journey was the cauſe of her ill- 
neſs, to a woman in her ſituation : And that Mrs Hewit was going 
backwards and forwards when Lady Jane was in bed. Depones, 
F That ſhe does not remember any phyſician or perſon of {kill was 
ſent for : That Sir John did* preſs Lady Jane to Tepoſe a day at Rhe- 
telle, but ſhe turning better towards the morning, choſe to proceed 
upon her journey; and the next night Lady Jane went to bed direct- 
G ly upon their arrival at the inn where they ſtopped. Depones, That 
the machine they travelled in was juſt as eaſy as any other of that 
kind generally practiſed. Depones, That the deponent does believe 
Sir John and Lady Jane paſſed for married perſons during this jour- 
H ney, becauſe it is generally ſo thought when a woman appears to be 
with child. Depones, That ſhe does not remember of any conver- 
ſation with the Miſs Hiberts concerning Lady Jane's pregnancy or 
marriage; nor does ſhe know whether it was made known to, or 

] concealed from them. Depones, That ſhe does not remember to 
have had any converſation with General Maclean concerning Lady 
Jane's marriage or pregnancy, before ſhe ſet out for Paris: And that 
Lady Jane ſometimes walked out for the air with Sir John and Mrs 
K Hewit. Depones, That ſhe does not know of Lady Jane having con- 
ſulted any phyſician, or other perſon of ſkill, at Rheims; but that 
Mrs Andrews told the deponent, ſome time after Lady Jane was gone 
to Paris, that Sir John or Lady Jane had aſked her, if there were perſons 

I. of {kill there? to which ſhe had anſwered, that there were none of great 
kill; and that people of better condition, if they thought themſelves in 
danger, eich. er went to Paris, or ſent for a 05 from Paris, to attend 
chem; 
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them ; and Mrs Andrews alſo ſaid, that ſhe had told them, that thoſe A 
who wanted to be frugal, or to ſave their money, went there privately 
themſelves, rather than ſend for one; and the deponent believes Lady 
Jane changed her reſolution upon hearing that there were not per- 
ſons of ſkill at Rheims. Depones, That the does not know for what B 
reaſon Lady Jane and Sir John continued ſo long at Rheims. De- 
pones, That the deponent cannot be particular how long before Sir 
John and Lady Jane's departure for Paris, the deponent underſtood 
that ſhe and Effie Caw were not to go; and that Lady Jane told her C 
the reaſon ſhe was not to go, which is mentioned in her former de- 
poſition. Depones, That, to the beſt of the deponent's remembrance, 
Lady Jane did not go to bed the night before ſhe ſet out for Paris; 
and that ſhe walked to the ſtage-coach office, which was at no great D 
diſtance from her lodgings; and that Lady Jane, as before deponed 
upon, was very unwieldy ; and thinks this muſt have been apparent 
to any body. Depones, That the converſation above mentioned with 
Mrs Andrews was in French. Depones, That during Lady Jane's E 
abſence from Rheims, the deponent and Effie Caw had a maſter, 
who came in and teached them French, immediately after Lady Jane's 
departure: That the deponent had acquired, at Aix-la-Chapelle, fo 
much French as might ſerve for any little trifling compliment; but F 
could not maintain any long converſation, before being taught by 
this French maſter; and that the foreſaid converſation with Mrs An- 
drews was ſurely after ſhe had been taught by the ſaid French maſter ; 
and does not believe ſhe could have held up the converſation with Mrs G 
Andrews before ſhe was ſo taught. Depones, That as ſhe has ſpoke 
no French ſince {he was abroad, Ihe does not now believe that ſhe 
could hold up a converſation in that language. Depones, That if 
any queſtions were now put to her, either in French, Low Dutch, or H 
German, ſhe would not now underſtand them, fo as to give an an- 
ſwer in Engliſh ; and ſhe does not think ſhe can now expreſs herſelf 
ſo as to enter into any converſation ; though ſhe could perhaps aſk 
ſuch trifling queſtions as, how people did, or the like. Depones, I 
That ſhe is not poſitive how long ſhe was taught by this French ma- 
ſter; but remembers that he came in to teach her in the mornings, 
after Lady Jane's return from Paris to Rheims; and cannot preciſely 
ſay how long afterwards he continued, but believes it might have K 


been about two or three months altogether that ſhe was taught.

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A converſation. with Sir John, Lady Jane, or Mrs Hewit, about what 
had happened at Paris? depones, That no doubt Mrs Hewit told her 
every thing that had paſſed there; though ſhe cannot recollect other 
particulars than thoſe already mentioned in her former depoſitions. 
B Depones, That Mrs Hewit never could remember -the names of the 
French landladies, or mention them to the deponent. Depones,, That, 
as far as ſhe can recollect, when Lady Jane, Sir John, or Mrs Hewit, 
mentioned the perſon who delivered Lady Jane, they always juſt 
C called him the Doctor; and when a letter came from him, ſaid, 
There was a letter. from the Doctor concerning the child ;” and 
does not remember that any of them ever mentioned how they be- 
came acquainted with the Doctor, or how he was recommended. 
D Depones, That ſhe thinks Mrs Hewit told the deponent, that the 
Doctor was the perſon who recommended the nurſe for Sholto: and 
does not remember that Lady Jane ever ſaid to her, that ſhe had ſeen 
that nurſe, or had been at the place of her abode; or that either ſhe, 
E Sir John, or Mrs Hewit, were poſſeſſed of any note as to the place 
of her reſidence. Depones, That by that part of her former depoſi- 
tion where ſhe depones, that the youngeſt boy was weakly, and that 
there was difficulty in getting a nurſe, ſhe did underſtand, by this 
F converſation with Mrs Hewit, that if they could have got a nurſe, 
they would have brought herralong with the child. Depones, That 
ſhe remembers Mrs Hewit told her, that the landlady of the houſe 
was preſent at Lady Jane's delivery; but cannot recollect if ſhe 
mentioned any other perſon being preſent. Depones, That the letter 
mentioned in her former depoſition, from Mrs Hewit, acquainting 
her of a ſick-nurſe attending Lady Jane, was, as ſhe thinks, dated 
from Paris; becauſe ſhe received it before their return to Rheims; 
H but does not remember the date of the letter, or whether it was be- 
fore or after the 26th of July: nor can the deponent remember, whe- 
ther the letter mentioning the change of lodgings after the delivery 
was dated before or after the 26th of July; and gives the ſame an- 
{ ſwer as to the letter mentioning the firſt houfe being infeſted with 
buggs, as ſet. forth in her former depoſition. Depones, That ſhe 
burnt the other letters from Mrs Hewit; at leaſt ſhe does not doubt 
but the did it, as the was in uſe to burn uſeleſs papers; and therefore 
K does not recollect at what particular time ſhe burnt theſe letters: 
nor was ſhe deſired by any perſon to deſtroy them. Depones, That 
ſhe does not remember to have ſhewn any of theſe letters to any per- 
ſon, otherwiſe than ſhe believes ſhe would probably read them over 
L to Efſie Caw. Depones, That the three letters produced were pre- 
ſerved by having .been careleſsly thrown into the bottom of a trunk, 
where the deponent had nor perceived them till near the time ſhe was 
5 ee examined, 
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examined, and produced them in the ſervice. -Depones, That theſe &. 
letters did not contain, in her apprehenſion, any thing that could in- 
fer ſuſpicion againſt the defender's birth. Depones, That after Lady 
Jane's return to. Rheims, Mrs Hewit told the deponent, that ſhe had 
a letter from Walter Colvill, acquainting her that ſuſpicions were B 
raiſed as to Lady Jane's delivery; and does not remember that ſhe 
heard any more of theſe ſuſpicions till many months after, when 
ſhe returned to Britain. Depones, That after the letter from La Marr 
came to Sir John, at London, the deponent ſaid to Mrs Hewit, that C 
they ought to be very clear as to the birth of theſe children, ſince 
there were ſuſpicions concerning it; but does not recolle& the 
anſwer made by Mrs- Hewit. Depones, That the does not re- 
member to have heard of any letters being written, either to Aix- D 
la-Chapelle, Rheims, or Paris, in order to procure proofs, either 
of the pregnancy, or of the birth of the children; nor did ſhe 
know that any ſuch inquiries were made till after the commencement 


of this proceſs. Depones, That, as far as ſhe can remember, it was E. 


at London that The learned the name of the man-midwife to be La 
Marr, who in former converſations. at Rheims had been called the 
Doctor; and that this was at the time when Sir John received the let- 


ter from him. Depones, That ſhe never had the ſaid letter from La F. 


Marr to Sir John in her hand; but that ſhe remembers Lady Jane men- 
tioned the contents of it to Mrs Hewit; and particularly, that there 
was compliments in it to her. Depones, That ſhe does not remember 
that the letter made any mention of the writer either having been at I- G 
taly, or intending to go there. Depones, That ſhe cannot remember 

if ſhe ſaw the perſon who brought the letter, or in what manner it 
was delivered to Sir John: Depones, That Lady Jane and Sir John 
lived in Mr Murray's when Sir John read La Marr's letter as former- H 
ly deponed to. And being interrogate, If the ſaid letter mentioned 
the date of the delivery, or the ondoyment of any of the children ? 
depones, She does not remember if it did; nor does ſhe remember any 
other particulars in that letter, further than as ſhe has already depo- I 
ned. And being interrogated, If Lady Jane remained filent at the 
time Sir John uſed the expreſſions: concerning the ſuſpicions of the 
birth of the children, when it was mentioned, that the letters ſhould 

be preſerved ? depones, That if Lady Jane ſaid any thing, the deponent K. 
does not now remember it. Depones, That ſhe does not remember to 
have ſaid any more on the occaſion of the letter, or of any other let- 
ter from La Marr, further than as ſhe has already deponed to. De- 
pones, That ſhe never did peruſe any of the four letters of La Marr L 
prior to the defender's ſervice; but when at Rheims, remembers that 
letters did come from the Doctor, and were read in e en pre- 
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A ſence; and when ſhe peruſed theſe letters in the ſervice, thinks ſhe re- 
members that ſome of the expreſſions were the ſame; by which the de- 
ponent means, that the ſenſe-was the ſame, as it was the tranſlation 
of the letters that ſhe read in the ſervice. And being interrogate, If ſhe 

B would not have underſtood the letters in French when read at Rheims ? 
depones, She would not have underſtood them ſo perfectly as when 
tranſlated and explained. Depones, That ſhe underſtood French ſuf- 
ficiently to buy and ſell, after ſhe was taught by the maſter mentioned 

Cin the former part of her depoſition. Depones, That ſhe got copies 
from the maſter to teach her to write French; but gave little atten- 
tion to them after ſhe came to be underſtood, and to underſtand other 
people. Depones, That ſhe cannot ſay that ſhe heard Lady Jane men- 

D tion her having any letters of La Marr's when the came to Scotland 
in the 1752; nor can ſhe remember whether Lady Jane carried any 
letters or other proofs with her concerning the birth, when Lady Jane 
and the deponent went to Douglas cattle, as mentioned in a former 

E depoſition ; nor does the remember whether Lady Jane or Mrs Hewit 

mentioned to the deponent any method they had taken to perſuade 
the Duke of the truth of the birth. Depones, That ſhe dare ſay ſhe 
may have heard Lady Jane expreſs her knowledge of her brother the 

F Duke's mifbeheving the truth of the birth; but cannot remember any 
particulars of the converſation. Depones, That when ſhe heard the 
converſation betwixt the late Lord Preſtongrange and Lady Jane, as 
formerly deponed to, the-door between the two rooms was ſhut ; and 

G the deponent was not deſired to liſten to the converſation 3 but heard 
it diſtinctly, as Lady Jane was warm, and ſpoke high; and the Lord 
Preſtongrange (then Lord Advocate) ſpoke alſo plain and high. And 
being interrogate, If the deponent ever mentioned her having heard 

H this converſation betwixt Lady Jane and Lord Preſtongrange to any 
perſon previous to his death in May 1764? depones, That, to the beſt

her at Rheims, Depones, That Lady Jane and Sir John were never in 
uſe to ſhow the deponent any other letters of correſpondence than thoſe 
which they received from the Doctor; and that the reaſon of ſhowing theſe 
was the deponent's anxiety to hear of the child; becauſe ſhe ſaw Lady D 
Jane miſerable when ſhe did not hear, as Lady Jane was very doubt- 
ful, if the child who was weakly would live. And all that ſhe has 
deponed above, on yeſterday and this day, is truth, as ſhe ſhall an- 
fwer to God. | E.
